Belief Prevails That Decisive Battle

St. Petersburg, Aug. 2,—The great- 
est anxiety prevails here for news of 
the general advance against the south- 
ern and eastern positions of General 
Kuropa.tkin*s army.

Indeed, 
the Associated Press hears from the

and that when the present line to the 
southeast is forced the Japanese ^will 
•lind that they have crushcd only the

Should this prove to Ije so.

tity t)f stores accumulated at 
Liao 
Yang. 


Shrewd 
military 
critics, 
however, 
do not believe that XJeneral Kuropat- 
kin can escape a general engagement. 
His army forms a wedge, with Gen- 
eral Oku hammering away at the point 
and Generals Nodzu and Kuroki oper- 
ating with driving movements of great 
force against the sides. 
If one of the

ern force would be doomed. 


The general staff seems amazed at 
the immense strength of these co-op- 
erating Japanese armies.

men, with between 300 and 400 guns. 


According to Kuropatkln's official 
dispatch to the emperor, the battle be- 
gan for the possession of the important 
position at Simoiioheng, which is lo- 
cated at the juncture of Feng Wang 
Cheng and Siiiyea roads.

Kuropatkin's Report.

"Intelligence has been rcccivod of a 
considerable numbi^r of Japanese laud- 
ing off Yinkow under the cover of sev- 
eral warships/' 


A further dispatch from General Ku- 
ropatkin to the emperor, says: 


"All our positions were retained at 
Simoucheng when the fighting ceased 
at 6,45 p. m. July 31, but I have not yet 
received reports of the operations on 
our extreme right flank. 
Bursting Shell Kills General 
Keller. 
' "We retained all our positions held 
by our eastern force at Yans^e Pass. 
General Keller, commanding, had cho- 
sen this as the point from which to 
watch the flght A battery near him 
was exposed to heavier fire than any 
other, and he -was mortally wounded 


at 3 o'clock this afternoon. He died 20 
minutes later,"" 


General Kellor was the first high 
Russian military commander to lose 
his life in this war. He resigned the 
high and lucrative post of governor of 
Ekaterinoslaff to go to the front, and 
exchanged 
with 
General 
Zassalitch, 
who may now resume the command of 
the first Siberian army corps. 


The loss of General Keller is deeply 
felt in court circles. He was a personal 
favorite of the emperor. 
His sister, 
Countess Kleinmichel, Is one of the 
leaders of St, Petersburg society. 


Lieutenant General Count Koller at 
the opening of the war was in com- 
mand of the second Siberian army di- 
vision, 
He was 54 years old. 
Gen- 
eral Keller took part .in the three cam- 
paigns of .the Russo-Tiiiicish v^^ar. In 
1887 he commanded the imperial rifle 
regiment,, and later was director of the 
corps of'imperial pages, by which Kel- 
Isi' came in contact Avith the members 
of the imperial family, with whom ho 
was in great favor. General Keller was 
considered to be the possessor of cool 
judgment and to be a fine strategist. 
Though a strict disciplinarian. Keller 
was a kind and careful ofllcer and pop- 
ular with his men. He wore a short, 
gray beard, had keen, blue eyes, and 
dressed in khaki. His only decoration 
v;as the crosii of the military order of 
St, George, wliich he wore on the breast 
of his tunic. He sustained two reverses 
at the hands of the Japanese r.ecently, 
July 4 and July 17, being repu-lsed in 
attacks on the Motien Pass. 


Admiral Bezobrazoff at Port Arthur. 


Paris, Aug, 2,—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Echo do Paris 
says that Vice Admiral Bozobrazoty 
entered Port Arthur two weeks ago on 
the torpedo boat destroyer Lieutenant 
Burukoff, which has since been sunk 
with all on board except three persons.

Belief Prevails T h at Decisive Battle 
Of Campaign !• Being Fought. 
St. Petersburg, Aug. 2.—The great­ 
est anxiety prevails here tor news of 
the general advance against the south­ 
ern and eastern positions of General 
Kuropa.tkin’s army. 
The public be­ 
lieves that the*dpcisive battle of the 
campaign is being fought, but this 
has not yet been established. Indeed, 
the Asfsoclated Press hears from the 
keenest military attaches in St. Pe­ 
tersburg that for several days the 
main body of the Russian army has 
been moving north towards Mukden, 
aJid that when the present line to the 
southeast is forced the Japanese -will 
Und that they have crushcd only the 
.shell. 
Should this prove to 1)e so. 
General Kuropatkin will doubtless be 
obliged to destroy the Immense quan­ 
tity t)f stores accumulated at Liao 
Yang. 
Shrewd military critics, however, 
do not believe that 'General Kuropat­ 
kin can escape a general engagement. 
His ^rmy forms a wedge, with Gen­ 
eral Oku hammering away at the point 
and Generals Nodzu and Kuroki oper 
ating with driving movements of great 
force against the sides. If one of the 
latter should break through the south­ 
ern force would be doomed. 
The general staff seems amazed at 
the immense strength of these co-op­ 
erating Japanese armies. 
The Japa­ 
nese evidently have succeeded in con­ 
cealing the real number of i:heir men 
and guns, which the general staff now 
believes must be in excess of 300,000 
men, with between 300 and 400 guns. 
According to Kuropatkin’s official 
•dispatch to the emperor, the battle be­ 
gan for the possession of the important 
position at Simoucheng, which is lo­ 
cated at the juncture of Feng Wang 
Cheng and Siuyea roads. Two separate 
armies were launched from the east 
above the two roads, while a third, 
under General Oku, moved up east of 
the railroad from 'Tachekiao, to try 
to cut off the Russian force there from 
Haicheng. If the latter move is suc- 
.cessful this force vfill be crushed. 
Kuropatkin'« Report. 
The -emperor received tho following 
.dispatch, dated Jujy 31, from General 
Kuropatkin: 
“Three Japanese armies have re­ 
newed offensive opemtions on our 
southern front. Our rear guard made 
an obstinate defense until the appear­ 
ance of considerably superior forces of 
the enemy, and then gradually retired 
in the direction of Haicheng, 
“A detachment near Simoucheng, 15 
miles south-southeast of 
Haicheng, 
successfully withstood the enemy until 
3 in the afternoon. 
“The attack was directed against our 
right flank, which from its position at 
Yangze Pass inflicted great losses on 
the Japanese. 
“The efforts of the Takushan am:y 
and General Oku's army today are be­ 
ing mainly directed in cutting our com­ 
munications between Simoucheng and 
Haicheng, their operations surting 
from a line traversing lanskukan^ Ta- 
puntse and Liaochantse.'

Lieutenant General Count Keller at 
the opening of the war was in com­ 
mand of the socond Siberian army di­ 
vision. He was 54 years old. Gen­ 
eral Keller took part .in the three cam­ 
paigns of .the RussG-Tui'kish v>rar. In 
1887 he commanded the imperial rifle 
regiment., and later was director of the 
corps of‘imperial pages, by which Kel- 
ler came in contact Avith the members 
of the imperial family, with whom ho 
was in great favor. General Keller was 
considered to be the possessor of cool 
judgment and to be a fine strategist. 
Though a strict disciplinarian, Keller 
was a kind and careful ofRcer and pop­ 
ular with his men. He wore a short, 
gray beard, had keen, blue eyes, and 
dressed in khaki. His only decoration 
y;as the crossi of the military order of 
S t George, wliich he v/ore on the breast 
of his tunic. He sustained two reverses 
at the hands of the Japanese r.ecently, 
July 4 and July 17, being repulsed in 
attacks on the Motion Pass. 


Admiral Bezobrazoff at Port jPirthur. 
Paris, Aug. 2.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Echo de Paris 
says that Vice Admiral Bezobrazoff 
entered Port Arthur two weeks ago on 
the torpedo boat destroyer Lieutenant 
Burukoff, which has since been sunk 
with all on board except three persons. 
Admiral Bezobrazoff is now command­ 
ing the Russian Port Arthur squadron. 


MINISTER KJLLED BY BOMB 


‘M. Von Plehve, Czar's Adviser, Mur­ 
dered In .’St. Petersburg. 
St. Petersburg, July 29. — M. Von 
Plehve, minister of the interior, was 
assassinated by a bomb thrown at his 
carnage while he was driving to the 
Baltic station to take a train for the 
palace at Peterhof, ^v/here he was to 
make his weekly report to the em­ 
peror. 
^ 
The assassination is believed to bo 
tho outcome of a widespread plot, tho 
vexlstence of v/hich hPvS been supect- 
yed for some days. Numerous arrests 
have already been made, including that 
?of the assassin, a young man who is 
believed to be a Finn napied Leglo. 
His accomplice, apparently a Finn, but 
whose name is unknown, has been ar- 
irested. 
He had in bis possession a 
bomb, which he tried to throw, but he 
was overpov/ered by the police just in 
time to pi'event a great loss of life. 
The dead minister was buried v/ith 
Imposing ceremonies in the cemetery 
adjoining the Novodevichy monasterj". 
His successor has not yet been chosen. 
X-'rince Sviatopolk - Mirsky, governor 
general of Vilna, Grodno and Kovno, 
is now prominently mentioned, to­ 
gether 'vfith M. Muravleff, minister of 
jubUce; Lieutenant General Kleigel, 
gov.ernor general of Kieff, Podolia and 
Volhynia, and Prince John Obolensky, 
governor general of Finland.

Paymastor of Coal Company and His 
Driver Attacked. 


I30CO PALLS INTO THEIR HANDS 


Portage.Pa., Aug. 1.—Charles Hayos, 
a driver ^employed by tho Puritan Coal 
company, is dead and Patrick Camp­ 
bell, the company’s paymaster, lies fa­ 
tally wounded at the Altoona hospital 
as the result of a hold-up which oc­ 
curred on the township road leading 
from this place to Puritan. 
The two men in a buggy were taking 
a satchel, containing about $3000 with 
which to pay the coal company’s cm« 
ployes at Puritaji, from the Adams 
Express company ofilce here to the 
coal mines. 
At a point about three- 
quarters of a mile out of Portage they 
wore suddenly fired upon by o. party 
of three men armed with shotguns. 
Hays tell to the bottom of tho buggy, 
pierced by 37 buckshot wounds in his 
neck and breast and died about half 
an hour later. 
Campbell was hit in 
the shoulder and fell froni the buggy. 
Campbell and Hayes left Portage 
early 
in <the 
morning, 
after 
re­ 
ceiving the money by express. 
Both 
men were armed, but not 
sign of 
trouble was noted during the drive 
until a lonely part of the mountain 
road was 
reached. 
Here suddenly 
three men, who made no i)retense at 
disguise, leaped from a clump of trees 
and opened fire on the men in tho 
carrlar^ with revolvers and shotguns. 
Neither Campbell nor Hayes had time 
to draw a weapon before they were 
riddled with shot. 
Hayes, mortally wounded, fell from 
the buggy at the first shot. A charge 
of buckshot almost tore Campbell’s 
face off and rendered him unconscious. 
They were discovered in this condi­ 
tion by a passing team five minutes 
later. 
As soon as Campbell regained 
consciousness he asked 
about the 
money, but tho precious valise had 
disappeared. 
Messengers 
were 
at 
once dispatched to telegraph ofilces 
and telephones, and tlae entire moun­ 
tain 
district v/as quickly 
aroused. 
Pursued by 800 determined men, the 
three murderers are hiding in Cedar 
Swamp, about seven miles from Port­ 
age, on the Bedford county line. One 
of the fugitives is injured, but not 
enough to affect hi9 flight. In parties 
of about 20 the pursuing men fu e scat­ 
tered out over tho entire boundary of 
the laurel thicfeet and swamp, which is 
12 miles long and seven miles wide 
Paymaster Campbeirs condition Is 
Improved, but still precarious. 
The 
hospital physicians bejjeve ho v/ill re­ 
cover. His trip Saturday v/as to have 
been his last. A bank lias been organ­ 
ized at Portage, and miners aro to be 
paid tbero. 


EX-GOVERNOR PATTISON DEAD 


Succumbs to Attack of Pneumonia at 
His Overbrook Home.

of Pennsylvania, and a distinguished 
loader in the Democratic party, died

Ho studied law, and 
became a practicing lawyer, but soon 
took an active interest in politics, and 
in 1877 w’as fleeted city controller ot 
Philadelphia on tho Domocratic tickot, 
and at the end ot his ilrst term was ro- 
elecfod to tho controllorship. 
In lSr.2 Mr. Pattison was elected poy- 
ernor of Pennsylvania on tho Demo- 
crati ticket by over 40,000 plurality. 
At the end of his term as governor ho 
resumed his law practice in Philadol- 
phla, and four years later was again 
elected governor by the Democrut^, 
having tho distinction of being tho lirst 
man re-elected governor under the new 
constitution of Pcnnsylvixnia.

A S h o r t C u t to Marmalade* 


To slice oranges and lemons In the 
process of making marmalade, there 
is nothing better than an ordinary car- 
penter's plane, an instrument which is 
found in almost all households in the 
larger or smaller form. 
The older 
iwooden planes are preferable, as they 
do not discolor the fruit as the more 
modren all iron plane would do. 
To 
use, invert the plane over the pan in 
iwhich the marmalade is to be made. 
Take the whole fruit and move it back 
and forth over the knife, removing the 
seeds as' they appear. 
This will give 
slices equal to those made with the 
very 
expensive marmalade 
machine, 
though with slightly more trouble, but 
much more quickly and easily than 
•with an ordinary knife. 
The plane 
blade should be sharp and properly 
adjusted before commencing the slic- 
ing. 
An individual once trying this 
short cut will never use the ordinary 
kitchen knife again, for the ease and 
rapidity with which the fruit is sliced 
Is marvelous.—Boston Cooking School.

Dishcloths are quickly made fresh 
and sweet by boiling in clean water 
iWith a good lump of soda added. 


Always put tlie sugar used in a tart 
in the centre of the fruit, not at the 
top. as this makes the paste sodden. 


When peeling onions, begin at the 
root end, and peel upward, and the on- 
ions will scarcely aifect your eyes at 
all. 


In boiling meat for making soup the 
meat should be put into cold water. 
In order to extract all the goodness 
from the meat. 


A thin coating made of three parts 
lard, melted with one part rosin, and 
applied to stoves and grates, wiU pre- 
yent them rusting when not in use. 


Boup -wiil be as good the second day 
If iieated to boiling point. 
It should 
never 
be 
left 
in 
a saucepan, 
but 
turned into a dish and put aside to 
cool. 
Do not cover the soup up, as 
that may cause it to turn sour. 


A tablespoon of black pepper put in 
the first water in wJiich gray and buflf 
linens are washed will keep the colors 
of black or colored cambrics or mus- 
lins from running. A little gum arable 
imparts a gloss to ordlimry starch. 


If moths are in a carpet, turn it over 
and iron on the wrong side witli a good 
flatiroo. 
Then spriuklt th% floor 


underneath liberally with turpentine, 
pouring it into the cracks if there are 
any. 
Rub the turpentine in and thou 
you can turn back your carpet. 
Re* 
peat this treatment two or three days. 


When about to clean the globe, etc., 
of an incandescent burner, the best 
way 
to remove the 
mantle without ^ 
damaging it is to,take a steel knitting 
needle and put it through the loop 
of the mantle, thou stick the needle 
across a glass tumbler, allowing the 
mantle to go inside; thus it will be 
quite 
safe until ready 
to go 
back 
again. 


A good recipe which will keep the 
bristles of hair brushes 
stiff 
after 
washing is as follows: 
Pour into an 
open dish a dessertspoonful 
of 
am- 
monia to a quart of cold water. 
Dip 
the brush into this, moving up and 
down, but taking care not to wet the 
back of the brush. 
In this way the 
bristles will bo clean and white in 
less than one minute and without any 
rubbing. 
Then 
dip the brush 
into 
clear water, 
shake and place in a 
rack to drain.

T is said that the Inca tribe 
— 
^ did not commence to be 
O 
I 
O conquerors until they had 
^ 
first 
shown themselves to 


' W O ^ 
be statesmen and wise and 
elticient administrators. 
Having ob- 
tained a fairly advanced civilization, 
they beffan gradually to overawe and 
incorporate the territory' of less cul- 
tured tribes of the coast and slopes 
of the Andes, who slowly absorbed 
both the religion and superior handi- 
craft of their conquerors. 
These con- 
quests extended over a period of sev- 
eral centuries. 
Tlie permanent estab- 
lishment of Inca power is attributed 
to their having secured the good graces 
of their new subjects, and to their lib- 
eral treatment and policy of concilia- 
tion, than to force of arms. 
This con- 
tinued until the limits of Inca rule ex- 
tended from the central plateau of Bo- 
livia to the western coast of 
Peru, 
north to Ecuador, and south to north- 
ern Chile. 
The Inhabitants of this ter- 
ritory embrace many different tribes 
with local rulers, living in different 
stages of enlightenment. 


Under Inca sway and Influence, both 
architecture and the various industrial 
arts reached their highest degree of 
efllclency. 
Few, if any, countries of 
modern times have eciualed the ex- 
treme and skillful utilization of land 
that was practised during the time the 
Inca Empire 
flourished. 
In many lo- 
calities they 
built 
their 
dwellings 
among rough rocks, on arid slopes of 


itous hiMghts by a series of stone stair- 
ways. 
Traces of these roads still ex- 
ist in many localities. 


One of the most noteworthy of the 
coast ruins investigated by Mr. Bando- 
lier, who was sent out under the aus- 
pices of the American Museum of Nat- 
ural nistory, were those of Chan-Chan, 
commonly called Chimu, near the pres- 
ent city of Truxillo, typical views of 
which are here roproduceil. 
The ru- 
ins extend for a distance of three miles, 
and 
are one 
and a half 
miles in 
width. 
Nothing remains of the orig- 
inal appearance and former grandeur 
of the buililings, except well-laid foun- 
dations, massive and peculiarly orna-

mented walls and groups of single- 
story, gable-roofed houses and court- 
yards. 
Mr. Bandolier estimates that 
some 40.(X)0 persons occupied the place. 
The architectural plan of Chan-Chan 
comprised a series of about twenty 
open squares of courtyards intersect- 
ing one another. 
On certain sides fac- 
ijig these were erected a number of 
palaces or religious edliices. 
Each 
square was surrounded by an exter- 
ior wall of adobe blocks twenty-live

hills, in order to use the limited area 
of soil for agriculture. 
They terraced 
up every hill and mountainside until 
not a single «pare foot of surface was 
left unimproved. 
They likewise con- 
structed a q u ^ u c t s for irrigation pur- 
poses, and also a series of magnificent 
road», from twenty-five to fifty feet in 
width, paved with blocks of 
stone, 
which connected their royal capital at 
Ouzco with the 
various 
provinces. 
Part of the way these were cut out of 
•olid »tonei and often ascended preclp- 


feet in height. 
The larger buildings 
contaiiMid Innumerable chambers and 
corridors, traversinl by narrow 
pas- 
sageways. 
Many treasures of gold and 
silver are said to have been found in 
these 
chambers 
and 
apartments. 
Around one of the great public squares 
were arranged some of the one-story 
adobe dwellings of the 
Inhabitants. 
These are to-day graphically outlined, 
and preserve their original apijearance, 
showing sharply-pitched gable roofs. 
There are no traces of window«. LlgUt 


and ventilation seem to have been fur- 
nished by the door alone. 
It is sup- 
posed that some of the great squares 
and inclosures were occupiinl by the 
various craftsmen and industrial work- 
ers in pottery, weavers and dyers of 
fabrics, and fashioners of metal orna- 
ments for the use of the 
ruler, 
his 
household and his priests. 
One of the 
curiosities discovered by Mr. Baiide- 
Ilor was an altar some lifty feet bi'low 
the surface, which formed the heart of 
a great artiilcial mound, and wliii'h 
evidently occupied the central placi» in 
a large buikling devoted to religious 
worship. 


One of the noteworthy phases of the 
Chan-Chan ruins were the ornamer.iiHl 
wails of two of Its buildings, thought 
to have been devoted to sacred |)nr- 
poses, or to have served as the aluule 
of the ruler. 
In one instance a st»ri»»s 
o'f designs had been sunk a half f<H)t 
or more In the adobe over the entire 
wall, now seven feet high. 
TossiMy 
those may have been apertures 
for 
hiiling gold and other ceremonial t>f- 
ferings, and afterward sealed up by 
an additional adobe coating. 
Anotlicr 
facade, ten or more foet In height, is 
tastefully diH^orated with a networli of 
frescoes in a series of duplicated de- 
signs of a conventionalized bird. Tln'so 
walls are surrounded by a mass of 
fallcMi debris, and nothing is left to 
throw any light upon 
their 
anci<Mit 
splendor. 
IVobably the most moim- 
mental and invAzUng of all of the Int-a 
ruins Is the great pyramid on the banks 
of the Moche Kiver. 
Sphinx-like, tliis 
majestic artlticial mound rises upward 
In the air 150 feet, crownetl by a scrii^s 
of terraces. 
It is StK) feet in lenuth. 
The 
massive and imi>osIng 
mound, 
roared by ancient builders, has marvd- 
ously defled time and vandalism, and 
still holds fast the secret of its cr-a- 
tlon. for it remains to-day a veritable 
enchanting riddle to the archeoloyúst. 
The best preserved architectural 
ru- 
ins, and those showing to striking ad- 
vantage the extraordinary^ sliill of liu* 
Incas in handling, polishing, and >« t- 
tlng massive stone blocks, are the Cnul- 
pas or burial towers. A celebrattHl and 
typical group is found at 
Silllsianl, 
near Pnna, built on a promontory 'J^H) 
feet Idgh. 
These peculiar and sump- 
tuous sei)ulchres arc termed by 
ihe 
late E, G. Sijuler. an authority on W^ 
ruvian 
culture. 
*'the most 
elabor.ite 
and architiH»turaIIy the moi^t wondt-ii ul 
works of aboriginal Americans." 
The 
one here pictured is twenty-live f'-i^t 
lilgh, tAveniy-seven feet in clrcuuif'-r- 
ence on the top. and twenty-two at ih<» 
base. 
The majority aro round; otht rü 
are square in shape. 
In ihomi the ikmI 
ies Avere Interred with great pomp ami 
ceremony, together with rich oilVri i^is 
of gold, silver and choice pottery, i li.* 
interiors of ihe Chulpas vary in --/.o 
and construction; some have a sjt.„'it» 
vaulted chamber, others two, ar li'-d 
over by stone.

fiew Yorif, F«b. 25.—The stockhold­ 
ers of the Delaware, Lackawjtnna and 
Western Railroad held their annual 
meeting here yesterday.

The annual report shows a decrease in 
gross earnings of 12,108,869, or 8.97 
per cent, and in net earnings a de­

and property, #nd without parallel In 
this couptry.

property during this stytke in Pepn- 
«ylvania been perpetrat^ on citizens 
of that or apy other of these UnU^ 
States, residing in a foreign country 
and likewise .engaged in lawful, peace­ 
ful pursuits, and the government of 
tuch country ^ad not taJcen immediate 
eteps to stop game and make prompt, 
full and satisfactory reparation for

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Supreme Court Decides in Favar of 
the Admiral and H is Men. 


Opinion Sayt if Effortt at Salvay«. 
Had Failed or Cott Exceeded the 
Value, Dewey’e Men Still Would ha 
Entitled to Bounty. 
Washington, Feb, 24.—The 
States supreme court yesterday decid­ 
ed the prize mongy cases brought by 
Admiral Dewey in behalf of himself 
•nd the oflicers and men of his iloet on 
account of the vessels sunk at Manila 
and afterward 
reclaimed. 
In 
their 
favor, but the cases of Admiral Samp- 
SOL, for whose name that of Admiral 
Taylor was substituted in his own be­ 
half and that of his oflicers and men 
pn acicount of the Maria Theresa, sunk 
at the battle of Santiago, were decided 
adversely to the claimants. The Ther­ 
esa was §unk 
after being 
rescued, 
whereas the vessels reclaimed at Ma­ 
nila are still, in use. 
The court iirst passed on the Dewey 
case. 
Taking up the question as to 
whether the Spanlsli vessels, Don Juan 
de Austria, the Isle de Cuba and Isla 
de Luzon, were properly adjudicated 
as prizes for the benefit of captors, in 
view of their condition immediately 
after the engagement at Manila, and 
their being subsequently raised and 
put in commission, the opinion says 
that if tbe efiiort at salvage had failed, 
or if the cost had equaled or exceeded 
the value, the cdptors still would be 
entitled to bounty. 
“As to the property taken from the 
vessels raised and reconstructed, and 
that taken from the vessels destroyed,” 
says the opinion, "we think that its 
legal status must be regarded as the 
same as that of the vessel to which 
it belonged. 
* 
♦ 
* fh e statute did 
not contemplate a division of 
the 
grant, and an award of prize money 
and bounty in respect to the same 
transaction.” 
Concluding on thlt point, the opin­ 
ion says that even if the contention 
be correct thut bounty alone would be 
an inadequate reward, that would not 
justify the court in attributing to the 
statute a scope not permitted Uy its 
terms. 
Concerning tbe naval stores cap­ 
tured by Admiral Dewey at Cavite, the 
opinion says the property in question 
was taken subjcict 
the exercise of 
the power of restitution, and the gov­ 
ernment must be regarded as absolved 
from liability for whatever was re­ 
stored under the treaty of peace. 
Taking up the Sampson case 
and 
passing on the case of the Maria Tere­ 
sa, the court reverses the decree of 
condemnation of the District Court to 
the effect that that vessel and all the 
property taken from her and from the 
other vessels were lawful prize o( war, 
and directs that the libel flled py the 
paval ofHcers be di^smissed.

two tablespoonfuls of sugar, which 
have been beaten together; pnt two 
squares of chocolate in a pan over hot 
water; when molted add it to the mix­ 
ture; stand aside until cool; shortly be­ 
fore the soulfie is to be served beat the 
whites of eggs until stiff; mix them 
carefully into a cold mixture; turn into 
a buttered mold; the mold should be 
only three-fourths 
full; 
cover 
the 
mold; stand it in a pan of boiling wa­ 
ter and boil half an hour; serve with 
sugar and cream. 


T a vo C heese Sanilw iclic«. 
‘A circular cracker, of the variety 
known as water thin, is crisped in the 
oven. 
It is then spread with rich 
cream 
cheese, 
rather thickly, 
and 
topped with a layer of ruby bar-le-duc. 
This is made of stemmed red currants 
floating in a delicious thin jelly. The 
other cheese sandwich consists of two 
oblongs, three by one and one-half 
Inches, of brown bread, cut very thin 
and freed from crust 
The filling is 
prepared 
by rubbing 
some cream 
cheese very soft and blending it with 
minced watercress and two table­ 
spoonfuls of maj’’onnaise dressing. The 
brown bread sandwich is served on 
a crisp lettuce leaf. It is a tasty and 
delicious sandwieh for summer lunch­ 
eons and for picnics. Nothing can fill 
its place. 


A Bliort Cut to Marmalade* 
To slice oranges and lemons In the 
process of making marmalade, there 
is nothing better than an ordinary car­ 
penter’s plane, an instrument which is 
found in almost all households in the 
larger or smaller form. 
The older 
iwooden planes are preferable, as they 
do not discolor the fruit as the more 
modren all iron plane would do. 
To 
use, invert the plane over the pan in 
(which the marmalade is to be made. 
Take the whole fruit and move it back 
and forth over the knife, removing the 
seeds as* they appear. This will give 
slices equal to those made with the 
very expensive marmalade machine, 
though with slightly more trouble, but 
much more quickly and easily than 
with an ordinary knife. 
The plane 
blade should be sharp and properly 
adjusted before commencing the slic­ 
ing. 
An individual once trying this 
short cut will never use the ordinary 
kitchen knife again, for the ease and 
rapidity with which the fruit is sliced 
Is marvelous.—Boston Cooking School. 
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Dishcloths are quickly made fresh 
and sweet by boiling in clean water 
iWith a good lump of soda added. 
Always put tJie sugar used in a tart 
In the centre of the fruit, not at the 
toj), as this makes the paste sodden. 
When peeling onions, begin at the 
root end, and peel upward, and the on­ 
ions will scarcely affect your eyes at 
all. 
In boiling meat for making soup the 
meat should be put into cold water, 
In order to extract all the goodness 
from the meat. 
A thin coating made of three parts 
lard, melted with one part rosin, and 
applied to stoves and grates, wall pre- 
yent them rusting when not in use.

underneath liberally with turpentine, 
pouring it into the cracks if there are 
any. Rub the turpentine in and then 
you can turn back your carpet. 
Re« 
peat this treatment two or three days. 
When about to clean the globe, etc., 
of an incandescent burner, the best 
way to remove the mantle without 
damaging it is to,take a steel knitting 
needle and put it through the loop 
of the mantle, then stick the needle 
across a glass tumbler, allowing the 
mantle to go Inside; thus it will be 
quite safe until ready to go back 
again. 
A good recipe which will keep the 
bristles of hair brushes stiff after 
washing is as follows: 
Pour into an 
open dish a dessertspoonful of am­ 
monia to a quart of cold water. 
Dip 
the brush into this, moving up and 
down, but taking care not to wet the 
back of the brush. 
In this way the 
bristles will be clean and white in 
less than one minute and without any 
rubbing. 
Then dip the brush into 
clear water, shako and place in a 
rack to drain.

Ruins 
of tKe 
A ncient 
Inca Empire

T Is said that the Inca tribe 
^ 
X 
if did not commence to be 
O 
I 
O conquerors until they had 
A J 
first shown themselves to 
be statesmen and wise and 
etticient administrators. 
Having ob­ 
tained a fairly advanced civilization, 
they began gradually to overawe and 
incorporate the territory" of loss cul­ 
tured tribes of the coast and slopes 
of the Andes, who slowly absorbed 
both the religion and superior handi­ 
craft of their conquerors. These con­ 
quests extended over a period of sev­ 
eral centuries. The permanent estab­ 
lishment of Inca power is attributed 
to their having secured the good graces 
of their new subjects, and to their lib­ 
eral treatment and policy of concilia­ 
tion, than to force of arms. This con­ 
tinued until the limits of Inca rule ex­ 
tended from the central plateau of Bo­ 
livia to the western coast of Peru, 
nortli to Ecuador, and south to north­ 
ern Chile. The Inhabitants of this ter­ 
ritory embrace many different tribes 
with local rulers, living in different 
stages of enlightenment. 
Under Inca sway and influence, both 
architecture and the various industrial 
arts reached their highest degree of 
eflaciency. 
Few, if any, eountries of 
modern times have equaled the ex­ 
treme and skillful utilization of land 
that was practised during the time the 
Inca Empire flourished. 
In many lo­ 
calities they built 
their 
dwellings 
among rough rocks, on arid slopes of 


Itous hiMghts by a series of stone stair­ 
ways. Traces of these roads still ex­ 
ist in many localities. 
One of the most noteworthy of the 
coast ruins investigated by Mr. Bando­ 
lier, who was sent out under the aus­ 
pices of the American Museum of Nat­ 
ural History, were those of Chan-Chan, 
commonly called rhiniu, near the pres­ 
ent city of Truxillo, typical views of 
which are here reproduceil. 
The ru­ 
ins extend for a distance of three miles, 
and are one and a half miles in 
width. 
Nothing remains of the orig­ 
inal appearance and former grandeur 
of the buililings, except well-laid foun­ 
dations, massive and peculiarly orna-

mented walls and groups of single­ 
story, gable-roofed houses and court­ 
yards, 
Mr. Bandelier estimates that 
some 40,(K)0 persons occupied the place. 
The architectural plan of Chan-Chan 
comprised a series of about twenty 
open squares of courtyards intersect­ 
ing one another. On certain sides fac­ 
ing these were erected a number of 
palaces or religious edifices. 
Eacli 
square was surrounded by an exter­ 
ior wall of adobe blocks twenty-five

hills, in order to use the limited area 
of soil for agriculture. They terraced 
up every hill and mountainside until 
not a single spare foot of surface was 
left unimproved. 
They likewise con­ 
structed aqu^ucts for irrigation pur- 
I>08es, and also a series of magnificent 
roads, from twenty-five to fifty feet in 
width, paved with blocks of stone, 
wlilch connected their royal capital at 
Cuzco with the 
various 
provinces. 
Part of the way these were cut out of 
•olid stonei and often ascended preclp- 


feet in height. 
The larger buildings 
contaiiied innumerable chambers and 
corridors, traverstHl by narrow pas­ 
sageways. Many treasures of gold and 
silver are said to have been found in 
these 
chambers 
and 
apartments. 
Around one of the great public squares 
were arranged some of the one-story 
adobe dwellings of the inhabitants. 
These are to-day graphically outlined, 
and preserve their original appearance, 
showing sharply-pitched gable roofs. 
There are no traces of windows. Light 


and ventilation seem to have been fur­ 
nished by the door alone. 
It is sup­ 
posed that some of the great squan»s 
and inclosures were occupliHl by the 
various craftsmen and industrial wt>rk- 
ers in pottery, weavers and dyers of 
fabrics, and fashioners of metal orna­ 
ments for the use of the 
ruler, 
his 
household and his priests. One of the 
curiosities discovered by Mr. Bande- 
lier was an altar some fift3" feet bt‘low 
the surface, which formed the heart of 
a great artiilcial mound, and whii*h 
evidently occupied the central plac«* in 
a large building devoted to religious 
worship. 
One of the noteworthy phases of the 
Chan-Chan ruins were the ornamer.itHl 
walls of two of its buildings, tliouiilit 
to have been devoted to sacred ¡uir- 
poses, or to have served as the abode 
of the ruler. In one Instance a st»rics 
o*f designs had been sunk a half f<H)t 
or more in the adobe over the entire 
wall, now seven feet high. 
Possibly 
these mny have been apertures for 
hiiling gold and other ceremonial of­ 
ferings, and afterward sealed up by 
an additional adobe coating. 
Anothor 
facade, ten or more feet in height, is 
tastefully dworated with a network of 
frescoes in a series of duplicated de­ 
signs of a conventionaliy.ed bird. Thrso 
walls are surrounded by a mass »if 
fallen debris, and nothing is left to 
throw any light upon 
their 
anehMit 
splendor. 
lYobably the most nioim- 
mental and puzzling of all of the ln*-a 
ruins is the great pyramid on the banks 
of the Moche Kiver. Sphinx-like, this 
majestic artiilcial mound rises upwiir<l 
in the air 150 feet, crowned by a series 
of terraces. 
It is 800 feet in lenuth. 
The 
massive and imi>osing 
mound, 
reared by ancient builders, has marvel­ 
ously defied time and vandalism, and 
still holds fast the secret of its er *a- 
tion, for it remains to-day a verltalde 
enchanting riddle to the archeologúst. 
The best preserved architectural ru­ 
ins, and those .showing to striking ad­ 
vantage the extraordinary skill of tin* 
Incas in handling, polishing, and >• t- 
tlng massive stone blocks, are the Cnul- 
pas or burial towers. A celebratinl and 
typical group is found at Sllllstani, 
near I’una, built on a promontory iíjh) 
feet high. These peculiar and sump­ 
tuous sei)ul(‘hres arc termed by the 
late E, G. Squier, an authority on 
ruvlan culture, *'the most elabor.Jte 
and archlttH»turally the most wonder l ul 
works of aboriginal Americans.” 
Thi* 
one here pictured is twenty-five f-ft 
high, twenty-seven feet In circuuif.-r- 
ence on the top, and twenty-two at iht* 
base. The majority are round; othrrs 
are square in shape. In the^e the ii*mI 
les M’ere interred with great pomp íu hI 
ceremony, together with rif’h offeri’iiis 
of gold, silver and choice pottery, i li** 
interiors of ihe Chulpas vary in 
and construction; some have a sji..;l»* 
vaulted chamber, others two, ar li-d 
over by stone. A few have niches, 1 he 
entrance is gained through a suiull 
opening at the bottom, hardly Lir^e 
enough to admit the body of a )t un. 
This was closed by a stone slab.- Nri* 
entific American.

Tho British 
oihcers -who -werg aboard the Talbot 
think that most of the havoc was duo 
to shrapnol. 


Dr. AVada, chief .surgeon of the Ja- 
panese Navy, has given a correspond- 
ent tliG following details In regard to 
shimose, the secret explosive used by 
tho Japanese. 
Dr. Wada had twenty- 
four of the worst cases after thoy had 
been aboard tho Pascal for four days 
and wliere most of tho fragments had 
already been extracted. He extracted 
some more frai?ments. all of which he 
said were "undoubtedly pJlrts of high 
exiilosive sliells," 


Tho doctor showed a parcel contain- 
ing fragments extractod,from one man. 
TJio largest piece was two Inches long 
and half an inch wide at the greatest 
point. 
It was shaped lllce an arrow.

The next two pieces were about tho 
size of Jiazol nuts. 
The other frag- 
ments, numbering 120, ranged in slae 
from a pin head to a full grown pea. 


An examination of the largest piece 
showed that the outer walls of the 
shell were not more than three-eighths 
of an inch and that it was flred from 
nothing smaller than a six-Inch gun. 
The inference is that nothing but the 
best of steel can be used to stand the 
pressure on the bore of the gun. Noth- 
ing but a higli explosive could smash 
n strong steel shell into such minute 
fragments. 


Dr, 
Wacla in operating on twelve 
sailors did not find a largrt* fragn*}nt 
than the one described, 
Thore were 
no indications of shrapnel. 
He de- 
ccribed how on decks made »Hppery 
with blood he saw small bits of flesh 
and bono scattered everywhere. 
He 
stumbled over an arm here and a leg 
there. 
Ho saw men with their abdo- 
mens carried away and tho flosh torn 
off their bodies. 
Nothing but a high 
explosive shell, he said, could have 
caused such elTocts. 


Tho wounds caused by such a shell 
were no wou'se than those resulting 
from old-fashioned shells or shrapnel. 
If a man Avas lucky enough not to be 
killed ho had a very good clmnce of 
getting off unhurt or with very slight 
wounds, but they were moflnt to kill. 
Tlie doctor continued: 


"Two sailors stood on the bridge 
with Capt, Rudlneff, Count Nirod and 
a petty oiflcer. One of tho new shells 
struck the 
potty oflicer. 
The new 
shells are provided with fuses and 
take eil'ect not only on contact with 
water, bnt with parts of the rli?ging. 
Jiving men, even clothing—in 
fact, 
wherever the resistance Is sufllcient 
to alter the speed ever so little. 
The 
shell referreil to exploded and blew the 
petty oiUcer to atoms. 
There was ab- 
solutely notliing found of him after 
ward. 
Count Nlrod, who was stand- 
ing next to him, was also blown to 
pieces, onjy one arm being found after- 
ward. 
The two sailors stood a little 
way off. 
The explosion tore all the 
ilesli from tlie lower parts of their 
legs, wlilch had to be amputated' af- 
terward. 
Capt. Rudlneff was still a 
little further off 
and escaped 
with 
Blight wounds In the head. 


old shells tho fragments are 
meant to kill or Avounrl. The explosive 
Is there merely to burst the shull and 
give additional impetus to the frag- 
ments. In the new sliell tho explosive 
Itself is meant to kill. 
The function 
of tho shells is almply to convey tljo 
explosive to the desired spot,'' 


Dr. AVada said ho aid not know the 
limits in which the new shell kills or 
wounds seriously. 
But tho instance 
described above proves that it is not 
very large. Referring .o the numerous 
cases of suppuration of wounds caused 
by pieces of clothing ojitering 
witli 
the fragments of a shell, Dr. "Wada 
suggested that tlie Govenunent should 
make a new rule in the Jiavy 
that 
wJioJiever a tight is expected every 
man shall Jiave his body .veil washed 
and his clothing disinfected. He con- 
tinued:

Professor Ilerdmnn, who was sent to 


Ceylon by the Colonial Oflice of Great 
Britain, to attempt a solution and find 
a remedy, if possible, for the yeaiB of 
failure which- occur so frequently in 
tho pearl fisheries, has recently pub- 
lished a report which is most interest' 
ing. Not only during recent years, but 
for many centuries previous, tlie fat 
and lean seasons hnve been tho despair 
of tho 
rollectors of these 
beautiful 
gems. The task of investlgatioir uoder- 
taken by Professor'Ilordman and his 
able assistant, Mr, ITornell, was no 
light one, but, as tho report shows, 
seems to have been abundantly fruit- 
ful in scientific results and achieved 
the purpose 
for which 
it was dis- 
patched. 
A complete survey of the 
whole sea bottom of the pearl fisheries 
area has now been made, partly by 
sounding and dredging and partly by 
the aid of divers. Mr. Hornell himself 
descending in a European diving dress. 
It was found that flourishing beds are 
often depleted by the ravages of boring 
sponge^, boring molluscs, starfishes, in- 
ternal parasites and 
fishes, 
though 
tho destruction wrought by these Is 
slight compared to tho wholesale de- 
struction caused by shifting sands due 
to currents or churued tip by tho .south- 
west monsoon. 
One bed examined iu 
March, extending over an area of six- 
teen square miles was covered with 
enormous quantities of oysters, "not 
less that about a hundred thousand 
million." In November of the same 
year tho spot was revisited, when this 
vast host was found to have vanished, 
having been buried In tho sand or 
swept down the deep declivitj' outside 
the bed. 


The loss from overcrowding Is also 
enormous. 
Professor Herdman sug- 
gests the simple expedient of trans- 
planting to sheltered spots affording 
suitable conditions for growth and in- 
fection, 
Nature has often to be as- 
sisted in the 
preparation 
of these 
spots by the process known as "culch- 
ing." scattering the floor of the bed 
with rock and loose coral, to afford an- 
chorage for the byssus of the young 
oyster. 
The havoc caused by starfish 
is shown from the fact that a bank ex- 
aniined iu March, 1902, lodged a crop 
of oysters estimated at five and three- 
quarter millions; by March, 1003, they 
had nearly gone.

TVhen 
the soil in an orchard becomes hard 
and packed, soil will lose at least 6000 
more iwunds of water per day per 
acre, undor the law of capillary attrac- 
tions, than where the surface Is stirred 
at least every four weeks. Sow a peck 
of peas to cach acre of the orchard, 
and they will shade the land, loosen 
the soil and at tlio Sftuie time fertilize 
the subsoil. The hog» will oat tho pea 
vines and wormy fruit and the land 
will be getting in better i^ondition. 


Plantlnff Khtibarb, 


Just when the cix)wn3 are bursting 
into loaf is a good timo to divide and 
replant rhubarb. 
It 1» tho younger 
clumps that usually produce the An- 
est and most succulent stalks, and 
some replanting should be done every 
season. 
Divisions xrixh one to three 
crowns attached may 
be 
detached 
from old clumps with the aid of a 
spade. 
Replant these in deeply dug, 
heavily manured ground three feet 
apart each way, and da not pull fi'om 
them this season. 
Bare the surface 
roots of "old clumps, manure heavily, 
and return the soil to the top.

Sweet Corn and Kape. 


In many sections sweet 
corn 
is 
grown iu large quantities for canning 
purposes, as well as for marketing in 
the usual way. 


As a rule, rape In field corn is so 
shaded that It does not get a good 
start, but the more open plan of rais- 
ing sweet corn gives the rape a chance. 


When properly sown, at the rate of 
seven to t^n pounds per acre broadcast 
at the last plOAvlng of the corn it will 
give one a tine crop for pasturing later 
in the season and not In the least in- 
jure the corn crop. It is worth trying 
on this plan, espoclally as the seed is 
not expensive, from twelve to fifteen 
cents per pound in ten-pound lots of 
the Dwarf Essex, the only variety wor- 
thy raising.

As It is an object to make all of the 
manure possible, the bedding of all an- 
imals will bo found to aid very mater- 
ially in the matter. 
If there is no 
straw that can be used for bedding, 
any waste material available can be 
substituted. 
Some farmers use large 
quantities of sawdust, and shavings 
from the mills are found available. 
Anything that will absorb the liquid 
and keep the animals comfortable and 
clean will answer a good purpose. The 
hogs will use up and turji Into a good 
fertilizer a large amount of coarse ma- 
terial, and here may be used what 
would hardly be suitable for cattle or 
liorses, unless run through a cutting 
machine. 
Keep these animals well 
supplied with material and note If 
they do not give full value for every- 
thing furnished in this line. 


to slide a thin board in, another space 
2V2 in. to Elide a piece in. 
Space the 
remainder and nail on.

Tribe of Primitive IncUnns. 


The Alabama Indians in tho Creek 
Nation are so primitive In their Avay 
that they attract attention where In- 
dians are no uncommon sight. 
They 
are living and practising customs of 
the Indians of 100 years ago. 
They 
still speak their own dialect, being the 
only one of the forty-nine different 
tribes composing the Creek Nation that 
does this. 
None of them can speak 
English. 
They 
live 
In pole 
huts 
daubed with red clay. 


The Alabama tribe has affiliated 
with the Snake Indians and is still 
more backward in accepting associa- 
tion with the white man. 
For a long 
time they refused to be enrolled on 
the Loyal Creek rolls, but of late many 
of them have been persuaded to come 
forward and enroll. 


Tho prophet Is the big man of the 
tribe. 
When a horse Is stolen he Is 
supposed to be able to find It, or if 
Indians become sick lie is expected 
to make them well. If a drought over- 
takes tho land ho Is expected to make 
it rain. 
He brews or makes all tho 
medicln-e for his tribe. 


Pottery 
making, 
which Is a lost 
art with the Creek Indians to-day, 
was possessed by the members of this 
tilbe until a few years ago. The. last 
survivor of the old school in the mak-j 
ing of pottery was an old woman who 
died a few years ago.—Kansas 
City 
Journal.

It is not easily understood by some 
that plants can be overwatered. 
But 
the fact is, thoy may be literally 
drowned, and this often happens. 


The position of water in the life 
workings of a plant is chieiiy that of 
carrier; it is taken up by the roots, 
carries food to all parts of the plant, 
and mostly passes off In the atmos- 
phere through the leaves. 
This rou- 
tino Is necessary; without It growth 
cannot be made, while a surfeit of 
water brings decay of tho parts In 
touch witli the excess. 


The times when overwatering is most 
possible are when ^a plant Is without 
leaves, 
dormimt 
or nearly so, and 
water cannot be used speedily; when 
the soil Is heavy and does not give up 
the moisture quickly; when a plant has 
been recently ti'ansplanted and new 
feeding fibers have not been formed to 
take up the moisture, and when ever- 
greens are in Question, the leaves of 
>vhlch do noit pass tlie water so readily. 


House plants may suffer for lack of 
regular watering If the atmosphere be 
warm; 
thorough 
soaking, but that 
once is all that is needed, and that tiie 
plant can well stand. 


I 
Taking rtariulffftn hy Pitfalls.' 


In Scotland there Is a way of taking 
ptarmlngan, which seems so simple 
that It Is hardly credible 
that 
any, 
birds can be so captured. Yet reliable 
witnesses have spoken of It as suc- 
cessful, A place, on the mountain side 
Is chosen where ptarmlngan resort and 
the snow lies sulüciently deep. 
"Witli 
an old wine bottle, helJ. neck foremost, 
holes are made in the snow and the 
bottom of each hole is filled with 
grain. 
The ptarmingans lean over to 
peck It out and find themselVes over- 
balanced and caught head down in 
the snow, unwilling prisoners, but un- 
able to use their wings in getting out 
again. 


In Siberia wild geeSe are regularly 
taken in pitfalls like these, but dug in 
the earth instead of being poked in 
the snow. 
The pits are dug on gras- 
sy places where the geese assemble, 
and are shaped like flower pots, round 
and gradually narrowing to the bot- 
tom. 
Baits o" grain prove irresistible 
and the geese tumble headlong In and 
then, being 
unable to extend 
their 
Wings, find tnat they cannot get out 
again,—Chicago News,

In the Royal 
Society 
Proceedings 
there Is described 
a comparison 
of 
plants grown under normal conditions 
with similar plants grown in an at- 
mosphere containing about three and 
one-half times the normal amount of 
carbon dioxide. The investigators. Dr. 
Farmer and S. E. Chandler, state that 
under abnormal conditions the inter- 
nodes remained shorter and the sur- 
face growth of the leaves is arrested 
earlier. 
The number of stomata per 
unit area of leaf is much greater, but, 
owing to the reduced size of the epi- 
dermal cells, the proportion of stomata 
cells is not altered; the guard cells of 
the stomata are not, however, reduced 
In size. 
The anatomical structure of 
the stem varies very slightly, In some 
cases the wood vessels are fewer in 
number, and this Is probably correlat- 
ed with the diminution in size of the 
leaves, although disturbance 
of

Ia 
also 
quite a possible explanation,

What Shape Is tho Moon? 


According to tho teachings"of 
ad- 
vanced modern astronomy. It is a mis- 
take to suppose that the shape of the 
moon is similar to that of the earth. 
It Is believed nowadays that the moon 
is a perfect ellipse, its figure being 
nearly exactly one-third longer than 
It is broad. 
This elliptical theory of 
our satellite's shape is founded on the 
well-known fact that a certain side 
(end, rather) of the moon Is ahvays 
presented to our view. This is caused 
by the moon revolving once on her 
axis In exactly the same period of 
time that she revolves 
around

earth. Her elongated shape was prob- 
ably caused by the attraction of the 
earth, when botli planets were young 
gnd soft.

A peso 
that has long been in circulation in 
Ohina is covered with Chinese charac- 
ters. The bankers, of whom there are 
hundreds in China, who receive Mexi- 
can dollars aflix to them their seals 
to guarantee their legitimacy, and as 
pesos circulate and go from one bank 
to another they are being marked by 
all the banks which receive them. 


The Immigration Nuisance. 


Each year sees a decrease in the 


number of agriculturists 
that 
reach 
the United States and a marked de- 
crease in the less desirable classes 
from Southern Europe, who settle in 
the large cities, adding to the troubles 
of those already there. 
The officials 
are powerless to prevent this practice, 
which Is rapidly assuming alarming 
proportions, but the time is not far 
distant when steps will 'be taken to 
regulate the traffic. Whether this wilj 
be through thd medium of uniform cit- 
izenship ¡laws in the various States 
and a mutual agreement as to super-

Sleeping in Water. 


In certain parts of the Himalaya 
mountains the native women have a 
singular way of putting their children 
to sleep in the middle of the day.

The water pouring on the child's head 
apparently sends 'It to sleep and keeps 
It so, while the mother proceeds with 
her work in the fields. No one seems 
ever to fear that the- baby may be 
drowned.

The "divining-rod," also known as 
"wand of mercury." or "rod of Aaron," 
is a forked branch, usually of hazel, 
sometimes of iron or brass and copper, 
toy which minerals and v/ater ar^ sup- 
posed to be discovered beneath the 
surface of the earth.

the thumbs It is thought to show by a 
clear inclination the spot where a mine 
or spring Is hidden under ground.

Checker Board Koads. 


^MOJC^ ^ liîost parts of the West 
where the public 
lands 
O I 
O w'ere 
surveyed and

K off into 
sections, 
halves 
^"WOli^ and quarters^ the 
public 
roads have been established on the 
section lines. Those roads consequent- 
ly run either north and south or east 
and west, crossing at right angles. This 
method of locating roads is sometimes 
called *'the checker board system," and 
the term Is quite appropriate. In some 
States the road laws contemplate the 
establishing of a road on every sec- 
tion line, so they will be only one mile 
apart, but not nearly all these roads 
have been actually opened. 


In comparison with the system, or 
lack of system, which prevails in the 
older settled States of the East and 
South, this checker board system has 
some advantages. 
The roads are not 
left to be located at hap-hazard, or on 
crooked farm boundaries, or accord- 
ing to the whims or selflsh Interests of 
the locators. 
The order and mathe- 
matical regularity of the system na- 
turally appeals to the minds of those 
who read about those roads or study 
them on maps, but to those who actu- 
ally travel them, their locstlon appears 
to be wry far short of ideal perfec- 
tion. In fact the system Involves two 
very grave defects. If a man wishes 
to travel directly north, south, east or 
west, these roads 
take him by the 
shortest route. 
But a large majority 
of the people wish to travel in other 
directions. Let us suppose a man lives 
exactly ten miles northwest from his 
country seat. 
In order to reach it he 
must travel seven miles east and seven 
miles south, or fourteen miles in all. 
Thus n majority of travelers suffer 
a hardship in the matter of distance. 


But the second defect in the system 
is far graver. 
The mathematical pre- 
cision with which these 
roads are 
located carries them across hills and 
hollows without any regard to econ- 
omy in the matter of grades. 
Where 
the country is perfectly level there is 
no difficulty; where It is rolling the 
roads can only be Improved at a heavy 
cost in making cuts and fills; where 
there are steep hills and deep ravines 
to cross the system is wholly imprac- 
ticable. 


Doubtless one of the first benefits 
that will follow the adoption of the 
national plan will be the modification 
of this system so as to remedy these 
defects In a large measure. 
Naturally 
the first roads to be Improved In a 
county will be those leading directly 
north, south, east and west from the 
county seat. 
Then main roads or av- 
enues Içading 
northeast, 
northwest, 
southeast 
and southwest 
from the 
county seat should be opened and Im- 
proved. Thus the first defect shall be 
largely eliminated. 


The second defect pointed out can 
only be cured by departing from the 
section lines where the lay of the 
road makes it economical to do so. 
Under national and State aid compe- 
tent engineers will be employed to 
correct errors of location, so as to in- 
crease the usefulness of the roads, and 
at the same time reduce their cost. 


The sentiment for national aid Is 
making great headway in this part of 
the country. In Nebraska the Legis- 
lature has declared in favor of i t 
Several members of Congress from 
Missouri are outspoken advocates of 
the plan. In Illinois a State Commis- 
sion has been appointed to investigate 
and report on national aid. In a" num- 
ber of other States definite action will 
probably be taken In the near future.

Dr, Wada. chief .surgeon of the Ja- 
pane.se Navy, has given a correspond­ 
ent tho followini? details in regard to 
shlmoso, the secret explosive used by 
tho Japanese, Dr. Wada had twenty- 
four of the worst cases after they had 
been aboard the Pascal for four days 
and wliere most of tho fragments had 
already been extracted. He extracted 
some more fragments, all of which he 
said were ‘‘undoubtedly pTlrts of high 
ox))losive shells.** 
The doctor showed a parcel contain­ 
ing fragments extracted, from one man. 
The largest piece was two Inches long 
and half an Inch wide at the greatest 
poijit. 
It was shaped like an arrow. 
The next two pieces were about tho 
size of Jiazoi nuts. 
The other frag­ 
ments, numbering 120, ranged in slae 
from a pin liead to a full grown pea. 
An examination of the largest piece 
showed that the outer walls of the 
shell were not more than three-eighths 
of an Inch and that it was fired from 
nothing smaller than a six-inch gun.

TO PROTECT THE PEARL. 


TrftfisplAtitatlon to Sheltered SpoU Stiff- 
gestecl. 
Professor Ilerdman, who was sent to 
Ceylon by the Colonial Ofilce of Great 
Britain, to attempt a solution and find 
a remedy, if possible, for the yeavB of 
failure which occur so frequently in 
the pearl fisherle.s, has recently pub­ 
lished a report which Is most interest* 
ing. Not only during recent years, but 
for many centuries previous, tlie fat 
and lean seasons hare been the despair 
of tho 
collectors of these 
beautiful 
gems. The task of investigation' under­ 
taken by Professor *ITerdman and his 
able assistant, Mr. ITornell, was no 
light one, but, as the report shows, 
seems to have been abundantly fruit­ 
ful in scientific results and achieved 
tho purpose 
for which 
it was dis­ 
patched. 
A complete survey of the 
whole sea bottom of the pearl fisheries 
area has now been made, partly by 
sounding and dredging and partly by 
the aid of divers, Mr. Hornell himself 
descending in a European diving dress. 
It was found that flourishing beds are 
often depleted by the ravages of boring 
sponge^, boring molluscs, starfishes, in- 
ternal parasites and fishes, 
though 
tho destruction wrought by these Is 
slight compared to the wholesale de­ 
struction caused by shifting sands due 
to currents or churned tip by the south­ 
west monsoon. 
One bod examined in 
March, extending over an area of six­ 
teen square miles was covered with 
enormous quantities of oysters, ‘‘not 
less that about a hundred thousand 
million.’' In November of the same 
year tho spot was revisited, when this 
vast host was found to have vanished, 
having been buried in tho sand or 
swept down the deep declivity outside 
the bed. 
The loss from overcrowding Is also 
enormous. 
Professor Herdman sug­ 
gests the simple expedient of trans­ 
planting to sheltered spots affording 
suitable conditions for growtli and in­ 
fection.

If a man was lucky enough not to be 
killed he had a very good cliance of 
geiting off unhurt or with very slight 
wounds, but they were mennt to kill. 
Tho doctor continued: 
‘‘Two sailors stood on the bridge 
with Capt. Rudineff, Count Klrod and 
a petty officer. One of tho new shells 
struck the 
potty ofllcer. 
The new 
shells are provided with fuses and 
take efl’ect not only on contact with 
water, but with parts of tho ri^iging. 
living men, even clothing—in 
fact, 
wherever the resistance is sufllcient 
to alter the speed ever so little. The 
shell referred to exploded and blew the 
petty oihcer to atoms. There was ab­ 
solutely notliing found of him after­ 
ward. 
Count NMrod, who was stand­ 
ing next to him, was also blown to 
pieces, onjy one arm being found after­ 
ward. 
The two sailors stood a little 
way off. 
The explosion tore all the 
flesh from tho lower parts of their 
legs, which had to bo amputated’ af­ 
terward.

“In old shells the fragments are 
meant to kill or wound. The explosive 
Is there merely to burst fhe shell and 
give additional impetus to tlie frag­ 
ments, In the new sliell tho explosive 
Itself is meant to kill, 
Tho function 
of tho shells Is aimply to convey tlie 
explosive to the desired spot.*^ 
Dr. Wada said he aid not know the 
limits in which the new shell kills or 
wounds seriously. 
But the instance 
described above proves that it is not 
very large. Referring .o the numerous

suggested that tlie Govenunent should 
make a new rule in the navy

“Happily it is the rule of our men 
in the army and navy always to go 
into battle In the newest and cleanest 
uniform.

Sweet Corn and Kape. 
In many sections sweet 
corn 
is 
grown in large quantities for canning 
purposes, as well as for marketing in 
the usual way. 
As a rule, rape in field corn is so 
shaded that it does Jiot get a good 
start, but tho more open plan of rais­ 
ing sweet corn gives the rape a chance. 
When properly sown, at the rate of 
seven to ten pounds per acre broadcast 
at the last plo^vhlg of the corn it will 
give one a tine crop for pasturing later 
in the season and not in the least in­ 
jure the corn crop. It is worth trying 
on this plan, especially as the seed Is 
not expensive, from twelve to fifteen 
cents per pound in ten-pound lots of 
the Dwarf Essex, the only variety wor­ 
thy raising.

As it is an object to make all of the 
manure possible, the bedding of all an­ 
imals will be found to aid very mater­ 
ially In the matter. 
If there is no 
straw that can be used for bedding, 
any waste material available can be 
substituted. 
Some farmers use large 
quantities of sawdust, and shavings 
from the mills are found available. 
Anything that will absorb the liquid 
and keep the animals comfortable and 
clean will answer a good purpose. The 
hogs will use up and turn into a good 
fertilizer a large amount of coarse ma­ 
terial, and here may be used what 
would hardly be suitable for cattle or 
horses, unless run through a cutting 
machine. 
Keep these animals well 
supplied with material and note if 
they do not give full value for every­ 
thing furnished in this line.

Mexican Dollars in Far East. 
Everybody knows that Mexican sil­ 
ver dollars circulate in the Far East, 
especially in China. But it seems the 
Mexican minting is not enough of a 
certificate of good character. A peso 
that has long been in circulation In 
China is covered with Chinese charac­ 
ters. The bankers, of whom there are 
hundreds in China, who receive Mexi­ 
can dollars aflix to them their seals 
to guarantee their legitimacy, and as 
pesos circulate and go fix)m one bank 
to another they are being marked by 
all the banks which receive them. 


The Immigration Nuisance. 
Each year sees a decrease In the 
number of agriculturists that reach 
the United States and a marked de­ 
crease In the less desirable classes 
from Southern Europe, who settle in 
the large cities, adding to the troubles 
of those already there.

section lines. These roads consequent­ 
ly run either north and south or east 
and west, crossing at right angles. This 
method of locating roads is sometimes 
called ‘‘the checker board system/' and 
the term is quite appropriate. In some 
States the road laws contemplate the 
establishing of a road on every sec­ 
tion line, so they will be only one mile 
apart, but not nearly all tliese roads 
have been actually opened. 
In comparison Avith the system, or 
lack of system, which prevails in the 
older settled States of the East and 
South, this checker board system has 
some advantages. 
The roads are not 
left to be located at hap-hazard, or on 
crooked farm boundaries, or accord­ 
ing to the whims or selfish Interests of 
the locators. 
The order and mathe­ 
matical regularity of the system na­ 
turally appeals to the minds of those 
who read about those roads or study 
them on maps, but to those who actu­ 
ally travel them, their location appears 
to be very far short of ideal perfec­ 
tion. In fact the system involves two 
very grave defects. 
If a man wishes 
to travel directly north, south, east or 
west, these roads 
take him 
by the 
shortest route. 
But a large majority 
of the people wish to travel in other 
directions. Let us suppose a man lives 
exactly ten miles northwest from his 
country seat. 
In order to reach it he 
must travel seven miles east and seven 
miles south, or fourteen miles in all. 
Thus a majority of travelers suffer 
a hardship in the matter of distance. 
But the second defect in the system 
is far graver. The mathematical pre­ 
cision \\ith which these 
roads are 
located carries them across hills and 
hollows without any regard to econ­ 
omy in the matter of grades. 
Whore 
the country is perfectly level there is 
no difficulty; where it is rolling the 
roads can only be improved at a heavy 
cost in making cuts and fills; where 
there are steep hills and deep ravines 
to cross the system is wholly imprac­ 
ticable. 
Doubtless one of the first benefits 
that will follow the adoption of tho 
national plan will be the modification 
of this system so as to remedy these 
defects in a large measure. Naturally 
the first roads to be Improved in a 
county will be those leading directly 
north, south, east and west from thè 
county seat. 
Then main roads or av­ 
enues leading northeast, 
northwest, 
southeast 
and southwest 
from the 
county seat should be opened and im­ 
proved. Thus the first defect shall be 
largely eliminated. 
The second defect pointed out can 
only be cured by departing from the 
section lines w’here the lay of the 
road makes it economical to do so. 
Under national and State aid compe­ 
tent engineers will be employed to 
correct errors of location, so as to in­ 
crease the usefulness of the roads, and 
at the same time reduce their cost. 
The sentiment for national aid Is 
making great headway in this part of 
the country. 
In Nebraska the Legis­ 
lature has declared in favor 
of it. 
Several members of Congress from 
Missouri are outspoken advocates of 
the plan. In Illinois a State Commis­ 
sion has been appointed to investigate 
and report on national aid. In a‘ num­ 
ber of other States definite action will 
probably be taken in the near future.
